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GIFTS 

By  the  terms  of  the  Pulitzer  bequest,  Barnard  is  to 
receive,  in  the  form  of  Residence  Scholarships  in  memory 
of  Lucille  Pulitzer,  the  income  of  the  second  million  dollars 
donated  to  the  School  of  Journalism  until  that  institution 
shall  have  been  in  operation  for  three  years. 

The  late  Mrs.  Wm.  Moir,  has  founded  two  scholar- 
ships of  $200  each,  in  memory  of  her  husband.  The  first 
is  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  freshman  year  to  a student  of 
exceptionally  high  standing  who  is  in  need  of  assistance, 
and  may  be  held  for  three  years,  provided  the  recipient 
continues  to  maintain  a high  rank.  The  second  is  awarded 
to  a student  of  any  class  who  has  shown  exceptional 
scholarly  ability,  and  who  is  in  need  of  assistance. 

A Graduate  Fellowship,  carrying  an  income  of  $600, 
has  been  established  by  an  anonymous  donor.  The  holder 
is  to  pursue  a year  of  graduate  study  at  Columbia  or  any 
other  university  of  approved  standing.  This  Fellowship 
is  not  to  be  applied  for,  but  will  be  awarded  each  year  to 
that  member  of  the  graduating  class  who,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Faculty,  shows  most  promise  of  distinction  in  her 
chosen  field.  Should  the  recipient  prove  in  no  need  of 
financial  assistance  she  may  retain  the  title  and  honor, 
but  resign  the  income,  which  will  then  be  used  for  other 
scholarships. 

As  the  official  report  has  not  been  completed,  no  full 
list  could  be  obtained  of  many  small  but  much  appreciated 
gifts.  Several  student  organizations  have  contributed  to 
the  Building  Fund  and  a member  of  the  Class  of  1901 
has  given  $100  toward  a Students’  Building. 
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EDUCATIONAL  CHANGES 


DEAN  GILDERSLEEVE 

From  the  standpoint  of  educational  administration  the 
past  year  has  seen  a few  interesting  changes  in  Barnard 
College.  A most  important  problem  confronting  us  at 
present  is  that  of  securing  a sufficient  number  of  able  in- 
structors to  provide  enough  sections  of  the  prescribed 
courses.  For  example,  at  least  seven  sections  are  now 
needed  in  English  B.  This  past  year  the  prescribed  work 
has  been  notably  strengthened  by  Professor  Charles  S. 
Baldwin,  who  has  returned  to  us  to  take  charge  of  English 
A and  B,  and  Dr.  David  S.  Muzzey,  who  has  given  his 
valuable  aid  in  History  A.  In  some  courses,  however,  the 
sections  are  still  far  too  large — numbering  between  forty 
and  fifty  students — and  we  could  use  to  excellent  advan- 
tage more  funds  for  salaries  of  additional  instructors. 

The  curriculum  has  been  changed  at  two  points 
especially.  The  Department  of  Classical  Philology  has 
broadened  and  varied  its  offering  of  courses  in  Latin  and 
Greek  and,  on  its  recommendation,  the  Faculty  has 
removed  Latin  Prose  Composition  from  the  list  of  subjects 
prescribed  for  Freshmen.  The  second  notable  change  is 
in  the  modern  language  requirements.  In  making  this 
alteration  the  faculty  has  had  two  points  in  mind : first, 
that  each  student  should  be  able  to  use  both  French  and 
German  as  tools  for  the  acquiring  of  knowledge  in  other 
branches ; and  second,  that  any  modern  language  work 
done  in  college  should  so  far  as  possible  be  the  advanced 
study  of  literature  and  not  the  elements  of  a language. 
According  to  the  new  requirements,  every  student  must 
offer  at  entrance  at  least  three  units  in  modern  languages. 
After  she  has  entered  no  modern  language  courses  are 
prescribed,  but  before  being  registered  as  a Senior  she 
must  satisfy  the  Departments  of  Romance  Languages  and 
Germanic  Languages  that  she  has  a working  knowledge  of 
French  and  German.  As  a rule  the  departmental  test  will 
take  the  form  of  an  oral  examination  in  translation  at  sight. 
Students  who  offer  Greek  at  entrance  or  take  it  in  college, 
will  be  obliged  to  stand  the  test  in  only  one  of  the  modern 
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languages.  These  new  requirements  are  optional  at 
present;  in  1915  and  thereafter  they  will  be  prescribed  for 
all  students  in  the  A.B.  and  B.S.  courses. 

We  have  been  making  efforts  to  enlarge  the  oppor- 
tunities for  professional  training  open  to  our  students, 
and  to  make  our  curriculum  articulate  with  the  professional 
work.  Philanthropy  is  a field  which  is  attracting  many  of 
our  graduates.  It  is  now  possible  for  a Barnard  Senior  to 
take  several  courses  at  the  New  York  School  of  Philan- 
thropy and  to  count  them  towards  her  Barnard  degree. 
She  can  thus  anticipate  part  of  the  requirements  for  the 
Diploma  of  the  School  of  Philanthropy.  Another  profes- 
sion offering  new  and  interesting  opportunities  for  women 
is  Architecture,  for  which  they  can  receive  excellent  train- 
ing in  the  Columbia  University  School  of  Architecture, 
now  about  to  move  into  its  beautiful  new  quarters  in 
Avery  Hall.  Our  so-called  “general  two-years’  course,” 
not  leading  to  a Barnard  degree,  which  has  been  in  exis- 
tence for  seven  years,  was  designed  to  provide  the 
collegiate  basis  for  professional  work  in  other  schools  of 
the  University.  It  has  been  used  hitherto  chiefly  by  stu- 
dents intending  to  transfer  to  Teachers  College  for  their 
last  two  years.  We  are  now  planning  to  adapt  it  also  for 
those  who  wish  to  enter  the  School  of  Architecture  or  the 
School  of  Music,  both  of  which  require  for  admission  62 
points  of  collegiate  work. 

The  most  interesting  adaptation  of  our  general  two 
years’  course,  however,  is  that  made  for  students  in  Journ- 
alism. According  to  the  plan  now  being  perfected,  women 
who  are  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters 
in  the  new  Pulitzer  School  of  Journalism,  will  take  the 
first  two  years  of  the  course,  consisting  almost  entirely 
of  collegiate  work,  in  Barnard  College,  as  the  men  will  take 
it  in  Columbia  College.  The  last  two  years — the  purely 
professional  training — we  expect  to  have  them  receive  in 
the  School  of  Journalism.  Until  the  completion  of  the 
new  building  for  this  School,  it  will  not  be  possible  to 
admit  women  to  these  professional  courses.  Next  year, 
however,  Barnard  College  will  be  ready  to  give  the  first 
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year  of  the  collegiate  work  to  the  embryo  journalists.  They 
will  take  English  A,  History  A,  French  or  German 
especially  adapted  to  journalistic  needs,  the  general  survey 
of  natural  and  social  sciences,  a new  course  in  American 
Government,  and  some  Philosophy, 

Interesting  and  valuable  though  these  special  cur- 
ricula may  be,  the  courses  leading  to  our  own  degrees  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science  remain  naturally 
our  most  important  concern.  We  must  continue  to 
strengthen  them  in  every  possible  way.  To  this  end, 
every  Barnard  graduate  must  devoutly  hope  that  the 
college  will  soon  receive  the  additional  space  and  endow- 
ment of  which  it  is  in  such  dire  need. 


FACULTY  NOTES 

During  the  absence  of  Provost  Brewster  and  Mrs. 
Brewster  in  Europe,  Professor  Trent  has  been  the  Acting 
Provost.  Professor  Robinson  and  Mrs.  Robinson  are 
spending  the  former’s  sabbatical  year  in  Egypt. 


BROOKS  HALL 

Life  at  Brooks  Hall  has  not  been  marked  by  any 
changes.  Miss  Weeks  wishes  it  announced  that  tea  is 
still  served  every  Thursday  afternoon  and  that  arrange- 
ments have  been  completed  whereby  Alumnae  may  stay 
two  nights  at  the  Hall  on  the  same  terms  as  Undergradu- 
ates : $.75  for  a night,  $.50  for  dinner,  $.25  for  breakfast, 
$.35  for  luncheon.  To  be  certain  of  securing  rooms,  appli- 
cations should  be  made  to  Miss  Weeks. 


UNDERGRADUATE  INTERESTS 

In  the  present  crowded  condition,  the  social  life  of 
the  584  undergraduates  lacks  much  of  the  intimacy  and 
simplicity  so  cherished  by  us  old  “grads.”,  but  the  resulting 
systematization  of  social  functions  brings  certain  compen- 
sations. Tea  is  served  every  afternoon  except  Friday  and 
Saturday  somewhere  in  the  college  or  Brooks  Hall. 
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Song  practice  is  held  regularly,  due  in  part  to  the 
Winter  song  contest  or  Sing  Song,  won  this  year  by  1913. 

The  Greek  Games,  won  by  1914,  were  held  in  the 
Columbia  Gymnasium  in  March.  This  contest,  originally 
crudely  athletic,  has  become  almost  purely  aesthetic : a 
contest  in  artistic  costumes,  dances,  singing,  archery,  etc. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  arrangements  will 
be  made  whereby  Alumnae  will  be  enabled  to  attend  this 
distinctively  Barnard  function. 

Athletics  hold  a prominent  place.  All  classes  have 
hockey  teams  and  base-ball,  archery,  tennis,  and  basket- 
ball are  popular.  Field  Day  held  as  usual  on  May  4,  was 
won  by  the  Juniors. 

The  Undergraduate  Play,  “The  Winter’s  Tale,”  was 
praiseworthily  presented  on  April  19  and  20.  The  finished 
acting  testified  a long  training  in  numerous  class  plays  and 
shows. 

The  only  new  society  recognized  by  Student  Council 
is  the  Spanish  Society. 

Under  the  guidance  of  the  paid  Secretary,  Miss  M.  A. 
Patchin,  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  has  been  active.  Under  its 
auspices  a concert  was  given  in  April  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Building  Fund. 

The  most  important  innovation  is  the  adoption  of  the 
Honor  System.  By  this,  a student  is  obliged  to  vouch  not 
merely  for  the  honesty  of  her  own  work  but  also  to  report 
cases  of  cheating  to  Student  Council.  The  accused,  at  the 
first  offense,  is  allowed  to  plead  her  case  before  the  Council ; 
at  the  second  offense,  she  goes  before  the  Faculty  Com- 
mittee.

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ASSOCIATION  ACTIVITIES 


Last  Commencement,  the  annual  reception  to  the 
graduates  was  followed  by  a costume  parade  in  which 
1897,  1901  and  all  later  classes  participated.  So  great  was 
the  success  of  this  innovation,  initiated  and  managed  by 
1904,  that  the  Association  has  determined  to  make  it  a 
permanent  feature  of  the  Spring  reunion.  To  1902,  the 
Barnard  Bears,  was  awarded  the  Banner  offered  by  1904 
for  the  best  costume  and  representation ; 1904,  the  Text 
Books,  and  1909,  the  Stars  of  Broadway,  won  honorable 
mention. 

Both  a special  and  a regular  business  meeting  were 
held  in  October,  — a new  set  of  By-laws  were  adopted  and 
a new  Board  of  Directors,  comprising  seventeen  members,

One  hundred  and  twenty-six  members  and  guests  sat 
down  to  luncheon  at  the  fifteenth  reunion  on  January  6, 
which,  though  held  in  Brooks  Hall,  was  served  by  an  out- 
side caterer.  Each  year  it  seems  likely  that  we  cannot 
again  meet  in  the  college  unless  the  much-desired  Students’ 
Building  be  forthcoming.  Interesting  informal  talks  were 
given  by  Dean  Gildersleeve  and  Anita  Cahn  Bloch. 

Our  four  representatives  on  the  joint  board  of  the  In- 
tercollegiate Bureau  of  Occupations  (E.  S.  Potter,  ’96, 
H.  J.  Heilman,  ’01,  E.  Allen,  ’02,  E.  Riley  Endicott,  ’00) 
hope  for  continued  backing.  Barnard’s  levy  of  $1,000  was 
paid  promptly  at  the  date  set,  and  one-half  of  this  year’s 
assessment  has  been  raised.  The  Bureau  has  not  proved 
self-supporting  as  promptly  as  expected,  consequently  each 
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college  has  been  asked  to  contribute  one-half  as  much  as 
last  year  and  to  patronize  a benefit  performance  of 
“Patience”  on  May  8. 

The  Employment  Committee,  A.  L.  Dickson,  ’99, 
Chairman,  reports  that  since  October,  1910  it  has  secured 
42  positions  for  Barnard  Alumnae  representing  earnings  of 
not  less  than  $5,000.  The  cost  to  the  Alumnae  has  been 
about  $60.00.  Since  July  1st.,  1911,  the  business  of  the 
Committee  has  been  transacted  at  the  Office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  College,  Katherine  S.  Doty,  ’04,  with  whom 
all  graduates  desiring  positions  are  requested  to  register. 
Anyone  hearing  of  a vacancy  of  any  sort  will  render  a 
service  by  reporting  it  to  Miss  Doty  at  once.  Finally,  the 
work  of  the  Committee  will  be  greatly  facilitated  if 
Alumnae  notified  of  a position  will  immediately  inform  the 
Secretary  of  its  acceptance  or  rejection. 

The  Membership  Committee,  Sophie  Woodman  ’07, 
Chairman,  urges  each  and  every  graduate  to  see  that  she 
and  her  classmates  are  members  of  the  Alumnae  Associ- 
ation; to  attend  meetings  and  socials  when  possible,  and  to 
send  her  dollar  without  fail. 

The  Publicity  Committee,  C.  E.  Morgan  ’04,  Chairman, 
is  endeavoring  among  other  things  to  circulate  information 
about  the  college  through  the  scholastic  world.  • It  pub- 
lishes also  the  “Alumnae  Bulletin.” 

The  Scholarship  Committee,  M.  E.  Eaton  ’01,  Chair- 
man, is  continuing  the  work  of  sending  information  about 
Barnard  to.  western  schools  but  the  Pulitzer  scholarships 
have  obviated  the  necessity  for  raising  funds. 

The  Statistics  Committee,  Amy  Eoveman  ’01,  Chair- 
man, desires  particularly  “information  as  to  occupations  of 
the  Alumnae,  marriages  among  them,  children  born  to 
them,  and  deaths  occurring  in  their  midst.  The  prompt 
mailing  of  changes  of  address  and  names  to  Miss  Sackett 
or  to  Miss  Meyer  will  insure  their  insertion  in  the  register 
which  is  to  be  issued  next  Spring.” 

The  Students’  Aid  Committee,  Mabel  Parsons  ’95, 
Chairman,  reports  that  since  its  organization  in  1899,  it  has 
aided  55  girls  and  now  has  a fund  of  $5,986  which  enables

whole  Undergraduate  Association  for  contributing  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Students’  Exchange.
